THE NEW KOWLOON CUSTOMS, 
——— 
[ Daily Press 20th September] 

Tt would have been more seemly, we think, 
ifthe name of the Kowloon Customs had 
undergone a more complete change than 
merely making it the “ New Kowlvon Cus- 
toma,” China has now nothing more to do 
with Kowloon, and in the designation of the 
Customs that name might well be repped 
entirely. The establishment might have 
taken the name of the principal of the new 
stations, or a new name altogether might 
have been coined, but it is decidedly inap- 
propriate that the selection should fall upon 
a name derived from a place now in British 
territory. While holding that the Hong- 
kong Government may reasonably and 
equitably afford China some assistance in 
the protection of her ravenue against the 
smuggling conducted from this colony, we 
would suggest.that it should be made a cun- 
dition of that assistance that the name 
“Kowloon” should be entirely dropped 
in the future designation of the Customs 
stations in order. that no confusion may be 
created in the Chinese mind as to where 
the sovereignty over the opposite peninsula 
lies.

_ On 16th September there was an official 
inspection of the new City Waterworks, to 
which the representatives of the Press were 
invited. Yang Taotai and Mr. Tong Kid-son, 
the two principal Directors, were present, to- 
gether with Mr. Lehmann of Messrs. Arnhold, 
Karborg & Co., the General Managers ; Messrs. 
Atkingon and Dallas, the Engineers; Mr. 
Fowler of the Laidlaw, Dunn, Gordon Co., 
who will be the Engineer in, charge of. the 
Waterworks upon its completion, and Messrs. 
Bleoh mideu add Ord, of the Shanghai Engineer- 
ing, Shipbuilding and Dock Co. Ld., the con- 
traotora for.erecting the machinery and water 
tower, and Isying tho pipes. After visiting the 
town offica.on the Chinese Bund, the foundations 
of the water tower were inspected. Tho tower, 
which will be constructed of steel, is 80 
feet high, supporting a tank 20 feet in diameter, 
capable of holding. 50,000 gallons. The water 
tower has been constructed by Messrs. Ritter 
and Conley, N. Y, 

The pumping-station is situate about two 
miles:further up the river and a little less than 
a quarter of a mile:beyond the F-anch Water- 
works. There will be two settling tanks, a se- 
condary tank for feeding the filter beds, of which 
thera. will be three, -and a clear. water reservoir. 
Arrangements have been made for a consider- 
able extension of the works as occasion arises. 
The engine and.-boilerthouse are well forward, 
as well as the godown and engineer's residence.

“On September the 2nd in the evening when 
in the Church at the hour for holding service,

immediately sent five of the Christians to help 
put,out. the fire, (there are in the village 
not, more than say 12 Christians all told includ- 
ing: five women, one blind man and children).

returned to the Chapel. They had just finished 
singing a hymn and were engaged in prayer, 
whon , suddenly three Japanese police- 
men entered the building, snatched the Bible 
out .of. the preacher's hands, threw it on 
the floor, and with a bamboo which they had 
in ., their: hands. commenced beating abont 
right and left, ‘apset the preacher's desk that 
was on the platform, and said it was because 
they.dida’t go to put out the fire. The next 
day_the preacher went to the Kenchatsn to 
complain .and asked him to send for the neigh- 


bours who:were_ not Christians to testify who-. 
thor they, the Christians, went to help put out 
the fire or not, but no redress was obtainable.

The preacher gathored the piecas together and 
put them all in one place just outside the door 
of the Church, when the Japanese appeared on 
the scene and beat both the preacher and his 
wife, saying they meant to steal the stuff. It 
would, no doubt, have beeu a very serious thing 
for the preacher and his wife had not a Japanese 
Christian who lives opposite the Church come 
to the rescue of the unfortunate couple.—

Mr. Hayakawa, « secretary in the Finance 
ee who went to London in connection 
with the affairs relating to the loan recently 
floated by the Japanese Government, returned 
on tho 4th iust. from his mission. According 
to the Kobe Shimbun, Mr. Hayakawa. speaking 
of the result of his mission to a friend, said that 
Nery few Englishmen knew anything about the 
financial situation of Japan. Moreover, the 
erroneous statemonts which were published in 
the Jepsnose press about Japan’s finances were 

produced in the foreign journals. Altogether, 
Mr. Hayakawa thought that English capitalists 
had- been misled with regard to the financial 
situation, and in consequence the negotiation 
for the loan had been rendered extremely 
dificnit. He thought, however, that it was 
satisfactory to get subscribers at 90 with inter- 
est at the rate of 4 per cont. per annum, in 
view of the condition of the money market in 
London.—Kobe Chronicle. 


JAPAN’S PRUGRESS IN MILITARY 
WEAPONS.

We cannot but endorse the Jiji Shimpo's 
remark that Japan has made remarkable pro- 
gress in tho matter of small arms during the 
Meiji era. At first her troops were supplied 
with the heterogeneous weapons that. had been 
imported by the varions feudal chiefs. Thon 
she put Enfields into their hands. Then fol- 
lowed Sneiders. It was with the Snoiders that 
the Government's forces encountered tha Sat- 
suma insurgents, and but for the Sneider the 
result might have been very different. That 
was in 1876, and for some years the Sneider en- 
joyed high esteem. But 1883 found Japan with 
a rifle of her own, the Murata. It was nota new 
invention, but it may certainly claim the ored- 
it of having been a clever adaptation | of 
several systems. Three years later it was 
further improved, but sti!l no idea of a Mmaga- 
sine rifle was entertained. In 1890, this Mu- 
rata weapon was converted into a repeater,
